A thunderstorm early this aft- 
ernoon brought heavy rain, high 
winds and a substantial tempera- 
ture drop in scattered areas of 
western St. Louis county and 
Franklin county. 

An overcast resulting from the 
storm spread over St. Louis and 
held downtown temperatures well 
below the 102 degrees which had 
been predicted earlier today.

: However, the Weather. Bureau 
offered no promise of relief for 
the next few days, pointing out 
that the storm was of local nature 
and would not disturb appreciably 
the hot air mass in the central 
states area. Tomorrow’s high is 
expected to be about 100 degrees 
again. 


Yesterday’s high temperatures 
of 103.6 degrees downtown and 
104.7 at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
made it the hottest June 29 ever 
recorded here.

BUTLER, Pa., June 30 (AP)—

Joseph F. Stovesand, an auto- 
mobile dealer of Imperial, Mo., 
today was sentenced to serve two 
years in a United States peniten- 
tiary for attempting to bribe an 
Internal Revenue Bureau agent. 
He also was fined $5000 for in- 
come tax evasion after pleading 
guilty to both charges. 

Before passing sentence, United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen described the charges as 
“seriqus cases,” adding that the 
attempted bribery was the more 
serious. 

Noting that Stovesand is a for- 
mer county collector of Jefferson 
county, Judge Hulen said: “Here 
is a man who has been q public 
officer and has a background that 
caused many people from his 
community to recommend that he 
be granted probation. He not only 
wilfully falsified his tax returns, 
but attempted to corrupt a public 
officer. 

“He failed to take into consid- 
eration that for every crook in the 
tax collector’s office, there are 
thousands of conscientious, able 
servants. He has found out his 
mistake, much to his sadness. 
Frankly, it comes as a breath of 
fresh air to see a man who tried 
to bribe a public officer walk be- 
fore the bar. I have no sympathy 
for him at all.” 

Stovesand was indicted last 
February for offering a $200 bribe 
to Harold F. McGuire, special 
agent of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau’s_ intelligence division, 
who was investigating the auto- 
mobile dealer’s income tax re- 
turns. The bribe offer was to in- 
fluence the agent’s decision as to 
whether Stovesand had correctly 
stated his 1946-48 income. 

An indictment for income tax 
evasion was returned last April. 
The indictment, in three counts, 
charged Stovesand with evading 
$9403 in taxes for the years 1946- 
48 inclusive. 

For 1946 he reported net in- 
come of $21,064, on which a tax 
of $6677 was paid. It was ‘alleged 
the true amount was $24,911 on 
which $8752 was owed. For 1947 
Stovesand reported income of 
$21,845 on which he paid $7080 
in taxes. His true income, the 
Government contended, was $32,- 
242, on which he should have 
paid $12,996. 

-In 1948 Stovesand was married 
and filed a joint return with his 
wife for $28,117, on which a tax, 
of $6821 was paid. The indictment 
charged their actual épcome : was 
$31,675, with a tax .of $8233. ~

JEFFERSON CITY, June 30— 
Legislation to bar dissemination 
of racing information in Missouri, 
modernize the state’s ancient laws 
on betting and to simplify con- 
viction of policy game operators, 
is proposed in a report filed to- 
day by the Senate Criminal Law 
Revision Committee. 

The committee, created at the 
last. legislative session to work 
over the state’s criminal code, is 
drafting 17 bills for introduction 
when the 1953 Legislature con- 
venes in January, covering vir- 
tually all phases of gambling. 

One of the key bills to be of- 
fered by the committee will pro- 
hibit distribution of racing infor- 
mation, as a means of preventing 
bookmaking. 

Senator Richard J. Chamier of 
Moberly, chairman of the “com- 
mittee, said the bar on distribu- 
tion of racing information would 
be tied in with a companion meas- 
ure on cutting off communica- 
tions facilities used in such dis- 
tribution. 

Bills Being Draited. 

The communications bill, he 
said, would authorize a law en- 
forcement officer to go into court 
and obtain an order to cut off 
wire or other communication serv- 
ice where used in illegal trans- 
mission of racing information. 
The bills are being drafted and 
some of the details still are to be 
worked out, Chamier said. 

Other legislation striking at 
bookmaking is being drafted, the 
chairman said, including a bill to 
clarify and strengthen the pres- 
ent statutes defining the occupa- 
tion of a place or building for 
bookmaking as an offense. The 
present laws were described as 
“ambiguous and duplicative.” The 
proposed act will be patterned 
after a New York law. 


A new statute defining as un- 
lawful all wagers, bets or stakes 
is being drafted to replace the 
existing four separate, involved 
statutes dealing with betting on 
any gaming table or device, bil- 
liard or pool game, elections and 
on cards. 

The proposed new act, a marvel 
of brevity compared with the 
existing laws, would provide all 
wagers, bets or stakes, made to 
depend upon race or upon any 
gambling by lot or chance, or 
upon any lot, chance, contest, 
game casualty or unknown or : 
contingent event whatever shall 
be unlawful. 


Recovery of Losses. 
Another blow at gamblers Is 
proposed revision of the laws gov- 
erning recovery of money lost in 
gambling. An old statute author- 
izes a parent or guardian to re- 
cover losses by a minor in 
gambling in a dramshop. The sec- 
tion will be broadened to permit 
recovery of gambling losses of a 

minor wherever incurred. 

_An existing law on recovery, by 
civil action, of losses at any game 
or gambling device will be re- 
vised to cover losses at any game, 
gambling device or by any bet 
or wager. 


The committee reported testi- 
mony in its hearings indicated 
policy game operations in Mis- 
souri are big business. 

_ This racket flourishes par- 
ticularly in the low income dis- 
tricts of the larger cities, it was 
said, and millions of dollars are 
taken out of these cities each 
year by policy operators. 


Biggest Problem. 

Suppression of this racket has 
been called the biggest problem 
confronting law enforcement of- 
ficers and the committee found 
that existing statutes are com- 
pletely inadequate to cope with 
the situation, 

Prosecution of policy operators 
now must be initiated under gen- 
eral loteery statues it was said.

VIENNA, June 30 (AP)—United 
States Secretary of State Dean 


Acheson paid an officiai visit to 
this Communist-ringed capital to- 
day. 

He came here from Berlin, 
where he assured the Germans 
that “we shall remain in Berlin 
until we are satisfied the city is 
secure.” He reminded them “we 
shall regard any attack on Berlin 
from whatever quarter as an at- 
tack against our forces and our- 
selves.” 

He told the Austrians that 
American troops will remain in 
occupied Austria until its inde- 
pendence is assured. 

The Secretary’s “symbolic vis- 
its” to Vienna and Berlin aim to 
bolster courage inthe beleaguered 
cities and demonstrate to their 
free people that they are fully 
backed by the West. 

Statement by Acheson. 

Acheson told the Austrians “the 
constant aim of United States 
policy is to hasten the day when 
independence will be given to 
Austria.” 

At a press conference, he first 
read a prepared statement ‘in 
which he said: 

“To the United States, it is a 
matter of seriouS and continuing 
concern that because of the ob- 
structionism of the Soviet Union, 
Austria has had to experience 
seven years of occupation. 

“Make no mistake about it, of 
the four powers in Austria, three 
want to go home.” 

He then said that “our Soviet 
friends” have refused even to 
discuss a treaty in businesslike 
manner and promised: 4 

“We will. continue to press for 
a response and acceptance of the 
treaty.” 

U.S. Troops to Stay, He Says. 

The United States, Britain and 
France proposéd to Russia last 
March the conclusion of an “ab- 
breviated” treaty which would 
give Austria its independence, 
leaving details to be worked out 
later. Russia has made no reply. 

“American troops will remain 
in Austria until the freedom of 
Austria is assured,” Acheson said. 

The United States, Britain and 
France have a total of 25,000 
troops and the Russians an esti- 
mated 40,000 in Austria. 


Acheson today called ‘on Aus- 

trian President Dr. Theodor | 
Koerner, Chancellor Leopold Figl 
and Vice Chancellor Adolf 
Schaerf. His jammed schedule 
called also for lunch with Foreign 
Minister Karl Gruber, a reception 
in’the evening by United States 
Deputy High Commissioner Wal- 
ter Dowling and a state dinner by 
the Avistrian Government.

LONDON, June 30—The Bristol 
Aeroplane Co. announced yester- 
day the development of a new 
jet engine which may per- 
mit long range jet bombing and 
thereby greatly advance the strik- 
ing power of the West. 

The company claimed that the 
machine, called the Olympus, is 
“the most powerful jet engine in 
the world.” It is said to be of “a 
revolutionary new design,” capa- 
ble of building up a maximum 
thrust of 9750 pounds or 30 per 
cent more than that of the Sap- 
phire. 


Manufacturers sold $22,400,000,-

While the present contract con- 
tains no continuation clause, em- 
ployers were hopeful their drivers 
would continue working until a 
settlement is reached. Negotia- 
tions were reported amicable and 
the employers’ committee ex- 
pressed confidence an agreement 
can be reached without a work 
stoppage. 

A strike of truck drivers has 
wide-spread effect, as was dem- 
onstrated here when the drivers 
were on strike for 18 days in 
January 1946. Embargoes were 
placed on rail shipments, while 
the movement of a variety of 
goods from warehouses was tied 
up for the duration of the walk- 
out. The strike followed a pro- 
longed contract dispute between 
the men and the several employ- 
ers’ associations.

The 60-year-old Sirry, who has 
been Premier three times before, 
received King Farouk’s mandate 
to form a cabinet last night and 
at once began discussions with 
political leaders. 

No offical reason was given for 
Hilaly’s resignation Saturday. 
There was speculation that he had 
not moved fast enough with his 
announced program of cleaning 
up graft in the Egyptian govern- 
ment and winning the nation’s 
chief aims—to oust the British 
from the Suez Canal Zone and’ 
to unify Egypt and the neigh- 
boring Anglo-Egyptian Sudan.

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Slave Labor Exists in Russia 
‘On a Scope Unknown in History 


Of Man, U.S. Charges in UN. 


Documentary Evidence Submitted Showing 
Prisoners Run Into Millions — Brutality, 


Starvation Cited in Program Aimed at 


Destroying Ethnic and Political Groups.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., June 30. 


HE United States has filed with the United Nations a charge | 
that forced labor exists in the Soviet Union “on a scope unknown | 
in the history of man” and has backed the charge before a special 


U.N. committee with a stack of 
half feet high, 


Walter Kotschnig, American 
deputy representative to the U.N. 
Economic and Social Council, dis- 
played the evidence at a press 
conference following his appear- 
ance at a closed session of the 
committee yesterday and issued a 
statement, which he read to the 
committee, reporting that “schol- 
arly computations made by west- 
ern experts” of the number of 
prisoners in Russian slave labor 
camps “run into many millions.” 

Although some exile experts 

and free labor union spokesmen 
charge that the Soviet prisoner 
figure may run from 10,000,000 to 
17,000,000, Kotschnig said official 
United States estimates conserva- 
tively number Soviet slave labor 
at about 2,500,000. 
' “Even the most conservative 
calculations are far above what 
should be the prison population 
of the U.S.S.R.,” the statement 
said, “if the per capita figures of 
countries outside the Communist 
pale or even of czarist Russia 
were used as a yardstick.” 

Twentieth Century Slavery. 

To reporters, Kotschnig added, 
-“The thing that is so shocking 
as one goes through these docu- 
ments is that in the twentieth 
century there should still be 
practiced—and by some members 
of the United Nations—slavery 
of a type and on a scale the 
world has never before known. 

“It is worse than slavery which 
has gone before, because it is 
aimed at wiping out dissidents 
and at destroying ethnic and 
political groups. Communism 
stands indicted by it.” 

For two weeks, the special 
committee, sponsored jointly by 
the U.N. and the International 
Labor Organization — A U. 
specialized agency — has been 
gathering evidence on Communist 
forced labor practices from or- 
ganizations and witnesses in 
closed sessions. All the evidence 
made public thus far by those 
who have testified supports the 
‘American charges. Today, the 
committee will meet in public 
session to adopt a report of its 
‘progress to date. 

The committee is composed of 
three members—from India, Peru 
and Norway—who sit as experts 
and’ not as representatives of 
their governments. 

The evidence presented to the 
committee by the United States 
‘consists of nine sections covering 
such matters as Soviet laws and 
administrative documents relat- 
ing to forced labor, sworn deposi- 
tions made by former: inmates of 
‘the camps—Polish, German and 
Japanese prisoners of war, Soviet 
citizens and Americans—and an 
analysis of the importance of 
forced: labor in the Russian econ- 
omy. 

Kotschnig’s accompanying state- 
ment noted these features of the 
Soviet forced labor system: 

1. “It has been continuous 


documentary evidence two and a 


throughout the existence of the 
Soviet regime.” 

2. “While in Soviet theory 
penal institutions have the pur- 
pose to re-educate their inmates, 
in reality they are places of 
brutal punishment characterized 
by an arbitrary camp regime, 


‘overwork, inhumane quarters, a 


hunger diet, insufficient clothing 
and lack of medical care.” 

3. Russia*has used forced labor 
“because the government had in 
its hands large numbers of ‘un- 
desirable’ elements on whom it 
wished to inflict punishment, 
whom it wanted to ‘liquidate,’ but 
whom -it could exploit in the 
meantime for some economic 
purpose ..% The vast police em- 
pire must have a natural inclina- 
tion to maintain and even expand 
its activities. Its leaders are prob- 
ably eager to lay their hands on 
interesting projects and the next 
step is to round up or retain the 
necessary number of prisoners 
« « e The dangerous combination 
of judicial and police power with 
‘big business’ in one single ad- 
ministration . .. is one of the 
reasons for the magnitude of the 
Soviet forced labor system.” 


‘Higher Rations for Dogs’ 


Kotschnig noted ‘that the pur- 
poses of the system sometimes 
clash. The starvation diet—regu- 
lations “which fix higher rations 
for guard dogs than for men” are 
included in the evidence—pre- 
vents prisoners from reaching the 
productivity goals set for them, 
he said. 

The greatest source of evidence 
presented by the American dele- 
gate consisted of the so-called 
“Anders collection”—18,304 sworn 


N.|statements and reports by mem- 


bers of the Polish army impris- 
oned by Russia between 1939 and 
1941, released under a_ Soviet- 
Polish amnesty agreement in 1941 
and commanded by Polish Gen. 
Wladyslavy Anders later against 
the Nazi armies. 

“The extreme consistency of 

essentials, in all of the reports,” | 
Kotschnig’s statement pointed 
out, “is proof that most of the 
experiences were typical and 
that the reports are true.” 
The U.N. committee is studying 
these and other sworn statements 
to charges made by a dozen‘ or- 
ganizations about conditions in 
Russia, China, the Soviet satel- 
lites and anywhere else that slave 
labor exists in the world. 

The United ‘States was the first 
government to present such evi- 
dence to the U.N. special commit- 
tee. 

Kotschnig said the United States 
will have figures on Chinese Com- 
munist slave labor for the next 
committee session in Geneva. The 
committee has been holding closed 
sessions here and does not plan 
a comprehensive report to the 
U.N. until after its Geneva session 


in October.

BRITISH AND YALU—lInside 
story behind the bombing of the 
hydro-electric works along the 
Yalu is that the British gave per- 
mission for the attack a long 
time ago—so long ago they had 
forgotten about it.

Lower Cash Layout. 

O’Mahoney’s amendment would 
trim $7,400,000,000 from the cash 
layout presently included in the 
bill, but would permit contracts 
to be made for that amount— 
plus an additional $600,000,000. 
In effect, O’Mahoney would re- 
duce the Air Force bank account 
by $7,400,000,000 but give it a 
charge account of eight billions. 
With this assurance, the Aijr 
Force could make contracts for 
further delivery of airplanes need- 
ed in the buildup. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
told congressional committees 
they expect Russia will reach a 
peak of power by mid-1954. They 
said this will mark the start of 
“a period of greatest danger” to 
this country.

neck” requiring a go-slow attitude 
toward atomic weapons. 


‘A Willingness to Pay.’ 
' The report declared: 

“Jast as iron or copper or gold 
or virtually any other raw materi- 
al may be produced in greater 
quantities, given time any given a 
willingness to pay the necessary 
cost, so uranium may also be pro- 
duced in greater quantities, like- 
wise given time and given a will- 
ingness to pay the necessary cost.” 


Figures on production of urani- 
um are kept secret for reasons of 
military security. The Atomic En- 
ergy Comiunission offers bonuses 
to prospectors who discover sub- 
stantial deposits.

A Common Destiny 


Imagine an 18-ton trailer truck loaded with 
materials of all kinds—iron ore, cotton, lead, 
zinc, oil, copper, rubber, aluminum. Imagine one 
of these loaded 18-ton trucks for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. We do 
not know how far such a convoy would reach, 
but the materials it would carry represent the 
amount consumed by the United States in a 
single year. 

Eighteen tons of ores, minerals, fuels and 
other basic materials for every person in the 
country—that is the staggering record of what 
it takes to stoke a full-employment, high-produc- 
tion industrial society in the middle of the 
twentieth century. 

Since the first world war our country has 
consumed more metals and mineral fuels than 
the entire world consumed in all of history be- 
fore 1914. If in the next 25 years we do no more 
than duplicate the rate of expansion of the past 
25 years, we shall be consuming in 1975 almost 
twice as much minerals and fuels as we do now. 
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Where these materials are coming from, what 
the procurement of them will mean to our eco- 
nomics and our politics, how we may best con- 
serve and expand the resource base on which 
both military security and peacetime welfare 
rest, make up one of the crucial problems of 
our times. The first comprehensive study of the 
problem has just been made by the President’s 
Materials Policy Commission, headed by Wil- 
liam S. Paley. 

Mr. Truman appointed the commission at the 
request of Missouri’s Stuart Symington, who 
as chairman of the National Security Resources 
Board saw that the national future is closely 
tied in with the future of materials. The Paley 
Commission’s initial report, published last week, 
bristles with implications for national policy in 
many fields. 

None of its conclusions is more important than 
that “there is no such thing as a purely domes- 
tic policy toward materials that all the world 
must have; there are only world policies that 
have domestic aspects.” 

Fifty years ago, the United States produced 
15 per cent more raw materials than it con- 
sumed. Today, as the commission points out, we 
consume 10 per cent more than we produce. Of 
74 categories of “strategic and critical” materials 
listed by the Munitions Board, we import all 
our supplies in more than 40. 
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This is why the commission places the great- 
est possible emphasis upon international eco- 
riomic co-operation as a policy dictated by 

American self-interest. It rejects “self-sufficien- 
cy” as “nothing more than a self-imposed block- 
ade.” It condemns excessive tariffs, “Buy Ameri- 
can” legislation, the protection of particular 
producer groups at the expense of American 
consumers and foreign neighbors, as ultimately 
prejudicial to our own economic growth and se- 
curity. Says the commission: 

We believe that the destinies of the United 
States and the rest of the free non-Commu- 
nist world are inextricably bound together. 
Applied to the materials problem, this belief 
implies that if the United States is to in- 
crease. its imports of raw materials—as We 
believe it must—it must return in other 
forms strength for strength to match what 
it receives. If we fail to work for a rise in 
the standard of living of the rest of the free 
world, we thereby hamper and impede the 
further rise of our own, and equally lessen 


the chances of democracy to prosper and 
peace to reign the world over. 


Thoughtful Americans will pay heed to the 
Paley commission’s pioneering work, and to its 
recommendations. At a time when the Recipro- 
cal Trade Agreements Act faces unremitting 
pressure, the Paley commission calls for more, 
not less, tariff-reducing authority. It calls for 
Government agreements with producer countries 
to encourage American private investment in 
foreign Materials production; for wider use of 
U.N. and American technical aid to underde- 
veloped countries in the development of mineral 
resources; for government buying of raw ma- 
terials under guaranteed prices; for repeal of 
the “Buy American”’ act. 

These and other steps, in the commission’s 
judgment, are the consequences of interdepend- 
ence. Our nation cannot live alone if it wished 
to. For continued economic growth and securi- 
ty, the United States and other free nations 
“must co-ordinate their resources to the ends of 
common growth, common safety’ and common 
welfare.” 
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Late Date for Mine Safety 

Some six months have passed since the pre- 
Christmas horror at West Frankfort’s Orient 
No. 2, and Congress still has not put teeth in 
the federal mine safety code. 

The Senate some time ago approved Senator 
Neely’s mine-safety bill, but House consideration 
of the measure has been in a state of suspension 
pending work on similar bills by its members. 
Now at last the House Labor Committee has 
reported out Representative McConnell’s bill to 
permit federal mine inspectors to order a mine 
closed if there is danger of imminent explosion. 

At this late date, the important consideration 
is to get a bill passed by both bodies at this ses- 
sion. Chairman Barden of the House committee 
says he will try to get the McConnell measure 
through before adjournment. We should hope 
so, There can be and there must be a stronger 
federal mining code before this session ends. 
Congressmen who do not realize it surely will bear 
a heavy responsibility next time disaster strikes.

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Controls Scrape Through 

“We're just kidding the people. This bill does 
not control either prices or wages.” There is 
some truth in these words of Senator Capehart 
about the Defense Production Act extension 
voted at the eleventh hour. The bill is full of 
holes—for example, the exemption from price 
control for processed fruits and vegetables and 
the 10 month extension rather than the 24. 
months requested by President Truman. 

A weak bill, however, is better than none at 
all, and Congress came perilously close to that. 
The final House vote on the conference compro- 
mise was taken with nearly one hundred mem- 
bers absent. 

The Democrats voted approximately four to 
one in favor of the bill and the Republicans five 
to three against it. Had the Republicans mus- 
tered as many votes against it- as. they had 
achieved earlier, even the compromise might 
have been defeated. |

Apology for an: Outrage 
The Department of State expresses to Mr, 


Lattimore its sincere regret over the em- 
barrassment caused 


Such is the public apology issued to Owen 
Lattimore for the half-cocked order which barred 
the Johns Hopkins University professor from 
leaving the United States. It is supplemented 
by a personal letter to Mr. Lattimore from David 
Bruce, Acting Secretary of State in the absence 
of Dean Acheson in Europe. 

In: view of the State Department’s utterly 
indefensible position—the order was based on 
a malicious and baseless, cocktail party “tip’— 
Mr. Bruce could not have done less than he has 
done to reduce the outrage. 

But official: Washington could and should do 
a great deal more. Mr. Bruce could and should 
issue a statement for the Department of State 
that it will get its facts straight in such matters 
from now on. For if the State Department can 
investigate and find out that it was wrong after 
the injury has been done, it can and should in- 
vestigate the facts and straighten itself out in 
advance. , ! 

So many shocking things have happened in 
the denial of human rights and the trampling of 
ordinary decencies that the country is tending 
to become numb to dictatorial acts. Yet here 
is one that should stab the people awake. That 
it could have happened in a department headed 
by a man as much besmeared as Dean Acheson 
is hard to believe. 

Mr. Lattimore himself has a bitter explana- 
tion. It is that the State Department {s “more 
interested in politics than in the truth.” He 
says he finds it more concerned about “the pos- 
sibility of political criticism from the McCarrans 
and the McCarthys” than it is “in any danger 
that the convicted Communist leaders will leave 
the country.” ° 

Regretfully we must agree there is a certain 
plausibility to this grim explanation. Just four 
years ago, in the midst of another presidential 
campaign, the Department of Justice caused the 
indictment of a misguided group of men, not 
because of any overt acts of violence, but be- 
cause of hateful doctrines which they taught. 

The 1948 indictments were timed just before 
the Henry Wallace Progressive party convention. 
The Wallaceites were hit politically by the in- 
dictments and the Truman Administration 
pushed itself away a bit more from the charge 


of radicalism. We are still paying for that re- 


sort to expediency. 

Let the Lattimore boomerang be a warning 
for 1952. If there is to be McCarthyism in this 
presidential campaign, let the McCarthy crowd 
be responsible for it. Let Republicans and 
Democrats alike, who care where the United 
States is heading, keep themselves high above 
the mud-gunner tactics of the character as- 
sassins. 


The Cosmic Miss 

Miss Finland has been adjudged the prettiest 
girl in the universe, and correspondingly has 
been crowned Miss Universe. Miss England was 
a pippin too. So were Miss Germany, Miss 
Hawaii, and 25 others. The selection @f Miss 
Finland’ has in no. wise detracted from the 
universality of their beauty, but has only in- 
dulged the apparently universal yen of fellows 
to pick the prettiest girl. 


In this business individualism runs rampant. 
Miss Universe should be all set for defections 
in the ranks, on the part of persons who admire 
her looks and applaud the judges’ decision 
without necessarily’ deferring to it. They are 
the independent voters, and for once they are 
in the majority. They have got a good notion 
who is the prettiest girl in the block, and as 
far as they are concerned she is Miss Universe. 
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Where Is the Revenue? 


For much too long the St. Louis city govern- 
ment has had to juggle money from one fund to 
another, hunt temporary revenues and accumu- 
late a larger and larger deficit. It is time for a 
rational survey of city finances. Mayor Darst 
has asked 30 community leaders to make such 
a study. 

A solution of the city’s financial problem is 
more urgent today than it was last week or last 
year, This is because of the new compromise 
pay increase recommended for city employes. 
City Hall could not avoid making some such 
offer. The efficiency of public services depends 
on a reasonable wage scale. 

But with the pay rise, and a deficit already 
totaling more than $5,000,000, some new and 
reliable sources of revenue must be found. The 
earnings tax should be one source, but it is not 
on firm footing. The Legislature gave the city 
only temporary authority to levy such a tax, 
which may be why Mayor Darst did not men- 
tion it. 

The new citizens’ committee will have to 


measure the city’s services against the possibiffty 


of paying for them. City government has got 
to be put on a sound business basis. For St. 
Louis simply cannot go on living from hand to 
mouth. , 
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How Mr. Matthews Could Help 


County Supervisor Matthews’ blast at the St. 
Louis County Water Co. was as inevitable a con- 
sequence of the heat wave as families bedding 
down in Forest Park. Mr. Matthews directly re- 
flects the justified public discontent with the 
county water system’s failure to meet the test 
of this crisis. 

If the county supervisor wishes to do more 
than express the momentary bad temper of a 
time of trouble, he will carry through on his 
protest after the heat wave ends, if it ever does. 

The county water system should be in better 
shape to meet its responsibilities when the new 
main now under construction is completed, prob- 
ably in August. But in addition to the increase 
in pumping capacity which the new main will 
permit, the present crisis has emphasized the 
need for an inter-connection with the city sys- 
tem that will enable either one to help out the 
other in time of emergency. : 

Mr. Matthews speaks of the possibility of a 
metropolitan water district combining the two 
systems, and we agree that this is something to 
be seriously studied for the long run. But for 
‘the short run it surely makes sense that the two 
systems even though separately organized should 


- be able to act together in case of dire need. 


Several problems would have to be solved— 
for example, payment arrangements that would 
prevent the county ‘water company from earn- 
ing a profit on city water—but these are surely 
capable of solution. Mr. Matthews and other 
public officials ought to set the works in motion

The latest evidence that Stevenson isn’t 
so reluctant that he would refuse—that, 
indeed, he likely would accept if the con- 
vention made the decision for him—is 
Noel Busch’s topical and useful biography 
of the Illinois Governor. 

Mr. Busch, a staff writer for Life maga- 
zine who has turned his hand to a number

Based on his con- STAN? | xete 
versation with Gov.  aAdiai E. Stevenson 
Stevenson and upon 
his appraisal of his purposes, Mr. Busch 
has written a vivid and informative ac- 
count—and obviously has inserted a sec- 
tion, after the rest of the book was ready 
for the printers—dealing with the pros- 
pects of a draft of Stevenson and with the 
probabilities of Stevenson’s response. 

Mr. Busch would not contend that his 
own views are particularly important, but 
on the assumption that he has worked 
closely enough with the Illinois Governor 
to have good reason for what he writes, 
the following report, in the present Demo- 
cratic political equation, is important: 


“In saying that he ‘could not’ accept a 
presidential nomination, Stevenson was 
merely acknowledging an obligation (to 
carry through his campaign for re-election 
as Governor of [linois) from which he 
was powerless to release himself. He 
could, however, be released from the obli- 
gation by others than himself—specifically 
by the members of the Democratic nation- 
al convention. 


“When an officer is promoted, his new 
responsibilities preclude his former ones. 
Likewise, a politician’s loyalty to the whole 
country must exceed his duty to any part 
of it. To be sure, there was only one 
way to find out whether Stevenson would 
accept a draft. That was to draft him. 
But the real uncertainty was less whether 
it was his duty to accept a draft than 
whether it was the convention’s duty to 
find out. 

“As to this, opinions naturally varied, 


but certain facts at least were plain. The 
American two-party system operates on a 
simple principle. Each “party puts up its 
best candidate and the country chooses 
between them. 


“There seemed little question that Stev- 
enson—judged by any criterion applicable 
to presidential possibilities, was the best 
candidate available in the Democratic 
party.” 

Senator Estes Kefauver and Averell Har- 
riman will argue that last point, of course. 
Evidently President Truman thought Stev- 
enson was best qualified and was disap- 
pointed that he didn’t leap at the chance. 


I have talked with numerous Democrats 
who have thought that Stevenson would be 
the best candidate to run against Senator 
Robert A. Taft and that either Harriman 
or Kefauver would be a better candidate 
to run against Gen. Eisenhower. 


Their reasoning has been that Steven- 
son would offer the maximum contrast to 
Taft—that while Taft would sharpen and 
harden party differences, Stevenson would 
make a broad, moderating unifying appeal 
to the country. They also figure that 
Eisenhower would make a similar appeal 
and that the best Democratic counter to 
the general would be an all-out New Deal 
welfare-state crusade calculated to stir the 
masses of voters. 

The Democratic convention will know 
the Republican nominee before it has to 
make its own decision, and it may well be 
influenced by it. 


Mr. Busch’s explanation of why Steven- 
son—a prosperous newspaper co-owner, a 
successful Chicago lawyer, a public serv- 
ant who performed useful and rewarding 
chores for the Federal Government during 
and after the war—came to take up what 
so many look upon as messy, muddy poli- 
tics should be pondered by every citizen 
who loves to complain about how bad gov- 
ernment is and who is smugly satisfied to 
do nothing about it himself—except not 
vote! 


Stevenson, in 1942, was in Italy on a 
special politico-economic mission. While 
there he came upon an item in Stars and 
Stripes, G.I. newspaper, which reported a 
public-opinion poll at home in which seven 
out of every 10 American parents said they 
didn’t want their boys to enter public life. 

“Think of it!” Stevenson mused to him- 
self. “Boys could suffer and die in their 
cold, muddy, bloody campaign for the 
things we believe in, but parents didn’t 
want their children to work for those same 
things. I decided then that if I ever had 
a chance I’d go into public life.” 

Adlai Stevenson has quite a chance in 
this portentous year of 1952 to go fur- 
ther in public life—if he wants to make 
the most of it.

THE TROUBLE WITH CINDERELLA, by Artie Shaw. 

(Straus & Young, 394 pgs., $3.75.) 

The trouble with Cinderella, Mr. Shaw 
“assures us in this rather amazing book, is 
that nobody lives happily ever after. Artie 
Shaw ought to know. “In a sort of cock- 
eyed way l’ve gone through some of this 
Cinderella. business myself. It’s murder. 
This business of catching up with what- 
ever you have started out after is a little 
like kissing a buzzsaw.” Well, well. 

“Startling” is the word for this book. 
Artie Shaw, you see, always had an ambi- 
tion to make something of himself.

Well, 
after doing a wartime stint in the Navy, 
the jazz player returned to the United 
States and met Dr. Freud. He discovered 
psychoanalysis, and the book is nothing 
less than his soul-searching analysis of his 
life and works. This reviewer would go so 
far as to hazard the guess that the book is 
really part of the release-treatment. 

That is what makes it so strange a book, 
for the musician in it is distinctly sub- 
servient to the man. Mr. Shaw (we had 
better go longhair, too) hides very little 
about his transformation from a Lower 
East Side urchin to the celebrity he later 
became. He has some thoughtful things to 
say about race discrimination and other 
pertinent topics. His backstage view of the 
jazz business is quite fascinating. And his 
writing throughout is extraordinarily fluent 
(to say nothing of the literary references 
with which it is spattered). 

Though impressed, this reader comes 
out of the book with two major ques- 
tions. Just how does Mr. Shaw pro to 
adjust his lofty pursuit of the absolute 
with his desire to make a buck? And why 
didn’t he spill the beans about his emo- 
tional life the way he did about his artistic 
life? Surely he remembers what it was Dr.

President Missed Only Four 
Days of Work in 52 Years 
—Funeral Tomorrow. 


Funeral services for John A. 
Latzer, Pet Milk Co. president for 
the last 28 years, will be tomorrow 
at 10 a.m. at the Lupton under- 
taking establishment, 7233 Del- 
mar boulevard, University City.

Mr. Latzer, 75 years old, died 
yesterday at St. Luke’s Hospital 
of cerebral thrombosis.

—A disease new to the medical 
profession hit northern New York 
state in the summer and fall of 
1950, Dr. D. Naldrett White of 
Queen’s University here reported 
last night. 

Dr. White completed a study of 
the New York epidemic with the 
assistance of Dr. Robert Burtch 
of Alexandria Bay, N. Y.: The re- 
port of their work said that the 
ailment, called Iceland disease, 
was similar to poliomyelitis but

ART MUSEUM BUYS 
13TH CENTURY PLAQUE 


Work Depicting Crucifixion 
Called Fine Example of 
Enameling on Copper. 


—_ 


Purchase of a thirteenth-cen- 
tury enamel plaque depicting the 
crucifixion was announced today 
by the City Art Museum. It cost 
$2200. 

Director Perry T. Rathbone de- 
scribed the work, made _ in 
Limoges, France, as an excellent 
example of enameling on gilt 
copper. The purchase was made 
in memory of H. Stewart Leonard, 
assistant to the director. Leonard 
died last May 12. Rathbone said 
Leonard admired the plaque 
greatly when it was being consid- 
ered for purchase. 

The plaque is an example of 
the champleve process, in which 
areas to be colored are scooped 
out of the metal,: leaving lines 
between them to form the outline 
of the design. Pulverized enamel 
is laid in these cells and fused 
by being fired. This is in con- 
trast to cloisonne, in which thin 
metal strips form the pattern and 
separate the colors. 

In this piece, shades of blue 
and green have been used; with 
a few touches of red and yellow, 
on a background of deep blue. 
The formalized figures of Christ, 
the Virgin Mary and St. John are 
placed against a field divided by 
the cross and scattered with a 
variety of ornamental shapes sug- 
gesting flowers and _ precious 
stones. 

Small holes along the edges of 
the plaque indicate it was at- 
tached to some sacred object, but 
its exact use is not known. It 
will be exhibited in Sculpture 
hall.

Liver Ailment From War. 

“I’m just beginning to feel good 
again,” said Vince, who for sev- 
eral years after long service in 
World War II had been afflicted 
with what he believes may have 
been some kind of liver trouble.

“What a 
spectatle it is to see our young 
men sent to Korea and other 
places in the world to fight, die 
or come back mere shadows of 
themselves and perhaps find 
their positions taken by others, 
and those at home are able to 
continue business as usual, profit 
as usual, and indeed, increase and 
advantage their positions. 

“Explain that to the youth, if 
you can. I believe we should com- 
mence with the older people, not 
the young ones.”

SENATOR OWEN BREWSTER of Maine, whose 
defeat was a blow to the Taft wing of the Republi- 
can party, is hardly as unhappy over his political 
demise as is Jose Felix de Lequerica, the Am- 
bassador from Spain.

Ait tee an adolescent son or daughter and only one car 


in the family can make a pedestrian out of a man in a 

hurry. A widow with two young sons can also be “put 
on her feet” if she allows them to assume dictatorship of the 
home. 

Mrs. U. is the widow and she’s a typical example of a 
parent. who has abdicated as boss. She writes: 

“How do other families solve this problem? I have two 
sons. My 17-year-old wants the car to haul his friends around. 
My 20-year-old has a job and claims he needs the car to drive 
to and from work; his point being that he is entitled to it 
because he pays me board. But neither of the boys offers 
even to help on the upkeep of the car, which is mine, To 
avoid trouble, I generally take the bus to my own job. I’m 
sick of the squabbling and worried over the younger boy’s 
driving, which already has resulted in several repair bills. 
I’ve even thought of selling the car. Maybe I’m not taking 
the right attitude. What is your opinion, Dr. Popenoe?”

IT IS MY OPINION, Mrs. U., that you’d better regain 
your position as head of the household. The car is yours and 
you are entitled to first use of it. 

This older boy of yours should be grateful and happy 
that he still has his mother’s home to live in at a cost, I 
imagine, far below that of living elsewhere. The very least 
he should do is take the car only when you don’t need it, 
ride the bus to work and pay his share for the car’s upkeep. 

As for your younger son, Mrs. U., it seems to me that 
the main question is whether he is capable of driving safely 
and is mature enough to be trusted with a piece of machinery 
that is also a deadly weapon. If he can’t drive properly, he 
shouldn’t be allowed to drive at all. As you may know, some 
adolescents drive as well as grownups. Others should be 
barred from the streets. Insurance companies have reason to 
be skeptical of youthful drivers and adjust their rates upward; 
some won't insure young drivers at all, 


WHAT TRAFFIC AUTHORITIES call “youthful cocksured- 
ness, publicized leniency for young offenders, and slacker 
parents” are to blame for scores of horrible accidents every 
year. Parents simply must ask themselves whether their chil- 
dren are really responsible drivers, and act accordingly. 

Also, Mrs. U., if the younger boy is permitted to drive 
at all, he should be made to pay his share of the car’s upkeep 
and repair out of his allowance, or part-time earnings. 

Neither of the boys has a right to commandeer your car 
just by virtue of being your son, Mrs. U. Even a mother has 
property rights. Assert yourself and lay down the law. 


Medicine Labels

The person for whom the medicine was prescribed may 
be asked to think back to the date of the prescription and try 
to recall what then was ailing him.

years. And that is in black and 
white; who knows how much ear- 
lier the idea may have been ex- 
pressed which took visual form 
in the representation of love as a 
blind child? 

When an idea appealed to 
Shakespeare, he made the most 
of it, but it is uncommon to find 
a phrase o7 a metaphor used in 
his plays as many times as the 
one under discussion. He em- 
ployed it in the literal statement, 
put seriously, in casual references 
to it as an assumed fact, and in 
humorous allusions to the idea, 
as for example, in “Henry V,” 
mention of the maids who “do 
wink and yield, as love is blind 
dnd enforces.” 

The words’ first recorded usage 
is in Chaucer, who wrote in his 
*“‘Merchant’s Tale” thus: “For love 
is blynd al day, and may nat see.” 
For definitive expression as to 
the saying’s meaning, we can do 
no better than Coleridge’s lines 
entitled “Reason for Love’s Blind- 
ness”: 

“T have heard of reasons manifold 

Why Love must needs be blind, 
But this the best of all I hold— 

His eyes are in his mind.

Fish Fillets With Pimento Sauce 

Ingredients: Four thin fish fil- 
lets (choose size suitable for in- 
dividual servings), one-half lemon, 
salt, freshly-ground pepper, pap- 
rika, one cup medium white 
sauce, two tablespoons finely 
diced pimento, thin strips pimento. 

Method: Preheat broiler at 
highest heat for 10 minutes.

Hints for Healthful Living

OW can you lessen your 
H chances of developing peptic 
ulcer, hypertension, and other 
functional diseases? Below are 
suggestions for hygienic living. 

Too little-known is that eating 
solid food at regular intervals 
guards you against ordinary pep- 
tic ulcer. Whether the food be 
hay or hamburger matters not. 
Beverages can’t be substituted for 
solid food because liquids don’t 
remain in the stomach long 
enough. 

Adequate rest, regular exercise, 
and avoidance of all excesses (in- 
cluding emotional storms) are 
keys to healthier living. 

Regular breaks in the day’s 
routine help you, particularly 
when your job is an exacting one. 
These prevent mistake-inducing 
fatigue or emotional tension from 
creeping up on you. The mid- 
morning and midafternoon coffee 
break has earned its place in many 
industrial plants by increasing 
working efficiency. Executives, 
housewives and doctors often neg- 
lect such rest stops for them- 
selves.

TAKING ADVANTAGE of these 
10- or 15-minute rest intervals by 
stretching them out ruins their 
usefulness. A quarter-hour stop 
for refreshments can increase 
working efficiency enough to 
more than make up for the rest 
period. This isn’t true when the 
rest stops lengthen into an hour, 
or if they are taken too often. 

A great deal of needless ten- 
sion comes from feelings of being 
under pressure, of being late. 
Better planning and organization 
of your work is one solution. 
(This is much easier to advise 
than to do.) Abandoning non- 
essentials or delegating some of 
your work to others, if possible, 
is another. acon 


BELOW ARE 13 health hints 
for harried humans. 


1. Get as much sleep (or rest in 
bed) nightly as YOU need to 
awaken alert. This may be seven 
hours for one person, nine for 
another, 

2. Start the day one-half hour 
earlier to avoid rush and allow a 
leisurely breakfast. 

3. Eat a substantial breakfast, 
such as fruit or juice, cereal, 
meat or egg, toast and coffee.

Best Use of Choices

E’VE told you a lot about some of the pitfalls you may 

run into when you try to use the giving of choices as a 

technique to get your chi!d to do what you want him to, 
while at the same time giving him the feeling that he is doing 
as he chooses. 

Today we shall make some constructive suggestions about 
the use of choices. For example, we have found that one of 
the best uses of choices is with quite young children, in 
situations where the child’s compliance is not essentiai, but 
where the adult is having difficulty in getting him started on 
some course of action. 

Frequently you can end dawdling and delay by some 
such simple choice as, “All right now, do you want the red 
one or the blue one?” or “Shall we wash our hands before 
or after we listen to your record?” (At some ages, particularly 
at 214 years, children will usually choose the second alternative 
simply because it is last. So if you yourself have a preference, 
it is usually wise to mention the preferred choice last.) 

fF @® 

CHOICES ALSO WORK very well in simple domestic 
situations if you have simplified the situation to the point 
where it is not too complicated for the child. 

Thus, a 5-year-old may be having difficulty in getting 
dressed for school. She is being generally rebellious and in 
particular does not like the dress her mother has selected for 
her. Giving her a choice of what to wear is often a good 
solution to the difficulty. 

Here, however, simplification is necessary. She may not 
be able to choose from a whole closet-full of dresses, but if 
you select only two, either of which would be suitable and say, 
“Now you may choose what dress you would like to wear to 
school today. Would you like this blue one or this red one?” 
she will very likely be able to choose one or the other. And 
the fact that she has been allowed to choose may start her 
in a positive direction which will end up in her leaving the 
house, fully clothed and relatively happy, on her way to school. 


x 

IF YOUR DAUGHTER is six instead of five, and is being 
particularly ‘contrary, you may find that something to work 
against may help to motivate her. You may present the two 
dresses and give her a choice, but suggest that the blue one 
is very nice. Odds are that she will then choose the red one. 
Such a device should not be overworked, but is frequently 
successful with slightly contrary children. 

And remember that choices do not always have to be 
presented and accepted at a verbal level. Frequently a child 
expresses his choice by his very way of acting. An alert 
parent can be aware of and can get clues from such choices. 

An observant mother, for example, can easily tell whether 
her child chooses to have the same cereal morning after 
morning, or whether he prefers variety. She can give in to 
his choices without saying anything about it. 

Similar situations arise at all points in the day's routine. 
If the child clearly shows by his actions some harmless prefer- 
ence, even though he may not verbalize it, you will be wise 
to take advantage of it. The child’s own behavior is often one 
of the best clues as to how to manage him.

“From the time I was 
a very small child I took over in 
the kitchen whenever we were 
without a cook, which was, as I 
remember, a good part of the 
time. Mother was, frankly, a ter- 
rible cook, being much more ine 
terested in her clubs and her gar- 
den. My father loved good food 
and was smart enough to praise 
my culinary efforts even when 
they must have been quite fright- 
ful. Anyway, by the time I was 
10, I was doing a good part of 
the cooking.” 

When Helen and her twin 
brother were 12 the family moved 
to East Farms, Conn. It was at 
the end of World War I, and all 
the children in the little one-room 
schoo] house were urged to plant 
victory gardens to help increase 
the food supply. Jack raised the 
vegetables and Helen canned 
them. Between them they coralled 
most of the blue ribbons in the 
junior division at the Waterbury 
(Conn.) fair. 

It was then she decided on 
home economics as a career, but 
the idea lasted only a year. She 
ended up by going to the Yale 
School of Fine Arts where she 
studied sculpture. But even then 
she did not get far away from 
food. She earned part of -her 
way through school by assisting a 
woman who operated a tea room. 
Five devil’s food cakes (the 
specialty of the house), and sev- 
eral dozen patty shells were her 
morning stint before classes. 


Marriage and two children, a 
son and a daughter both grown 
now, brought with it much enter- 
taining which kept her cooking 
hand limber. As yet, writing 
about food had not occurred to 
her. A second marriage included 
a move to California. 

“And that is what really started 
it,” she reminisces. “Masculine 
praise stirred me into léarning 
more about cooking. My husband 
also started me collecting cook- 
books and of course, I had to try 
the recipes. I found that I used 
them for inspiration rather than 
following them exactly. Soon I 
was improvising my own recipes 
almost daily.” - 

She started writing about cook- 
ing through a lucky accident; 
Being an enthusiast on the sub- 
ject, she wrote a fan letter to a 
man who had a radio program 
about food and wine—above ay- 
erage food and wine. He answered 
her letter and she was soon help- 
ing him write his script, digging 
up food facts and giving him 
recipes.

The program was ahead of its 
time and folded. Her employer, 
who was owner of a famous and 
fancy grocery store, asked her 
to act as adviser to his grocery 
customers. She accepted and 
when World War II came along, 
she was all but running the place 
besides editing a weekly bulletin 
which included some recipes. 

In 1945 a man who was start- 
ing a new magazine oa the West 
Coast called the “Californian” 
asked her to be food editor. He 
had seen her bulletin and said 
she had been highly recom- 
mended. It was not until two 
years later and she was estab- 
lished in her own right that they 
both discovered that the “highly 
yecommended” Helen Brown was 
another food specialist by the 
same name. She had also in the 
meantime acquired a few fans of 
her own and these gave her con- 
fidénce to send an article to 
“House and Garden.” The story 
Was accepted and she has been 
writing steadily since. 

She likes all food, although she 
prefers Chinese to Japanese, 
French to Italian, and Mexican 
to English cooking. American 
cooking, which she prefers to all 
others, should be, she thinks, the 
best in the world. While some 
of it is, it could in her opinion, 
be much better. Home cooking, 
according to her observations, is 


improving. It {ts her belief that 
if American men would show a 
little appreciation when their 
wives try new dishes or improve 
on old ones, it would pay off in 
better meals. She finds discour- 
aging the apparently growing 
tendency among cooks to con- 
sider a dish good if it has many 
ingredients, and the more the in- 
gredients, the better the dish!

Green Pepper Pie. 

Line a pie pan with pastry. Put 
layers of green pepper strips, 
chopped onion and grated cheese 
to the top. Fill with custard: two 
cups of scalded milk, five beaten 
eggs, salt and pepper. Top crust 
or not—if not, end with cheese 
on top. Bake at 450 degrees for 
five minutes, reduce heat to 300 
degrees, bake 45 to 60 minutes 
more or until] firm. 

This pie, says Mrs. Brown, is 
not usual but spectacular! 

Santa Cruz Artichoke Soup. 

Mrs. Brown’s comment on this 
soup is that it will have every- 
one guessing, and hinting for a 
second serving. 

Two large artichokes, three 
cups chicken stock, juice of one- 
half lemon, one _ tablespoon 
minced shallot or green onion, 
two tablespoons butter, one table- 
spoon flour, one cup thin cream, 
salt and pepper. 

Wash artichokes and cut in 
half- from top to bottom. Don’t 
trim or remove stem. Cook them 
in- chicken broth with lemon 
juice, and as soon as hearts are 
tender, pull them from the leaves 
and drop in acidulated water 
(made by adding one tablespoon 
lemon juice or vinegar to one 
quart water.) Continue boiling 
leaves until almost mushy. Scrape 
pulp from leaves with a tea- 
spoon, mash the stems and re- 
turn to the stock. Cook shallots 
or minced onion in butter, add 
flour and cook four minutes, then 
add the stock and the thin cream. 
Season with salt and pepper to 
taste, strain, and add the hearts, 
cut into tiny dice. If you’ve been 
careful not to let the artichokes 
stand ‘around, they should retain 
their color. If they should darken, 
a drop or two of green coloring 
is excusable — but for goodness’ 
sake, take it easy; no one must 
ever suspect.

Culbertson is presenting, day 
by day, the essential features of 
his new Point-Count Method of 
Bidding, based on his new book of 
the same title. 


S announced in detail last 
week, the new Culbertson 
point-count method of valuing 
hands for no-trump or suit bids 
is based 6n the most popular and 
best known scale for high-card 
rating—namely: four points for 
each ace, three for each king, two 
for each queen, one for each jack. 

When contemplating a  no- 
trump opening, these high-card 
points are the only points to be 
counted; but when the hand does 
not conform to the no-trump pat- 
tern, the player should add to 
the high cards points the follow- 
ing points for distributional as- 
sets: For each card over four 
cards in the about-to-be-named 
trump suit, add one point. For 
each card in excess of three cards 
in each side suit, add one point. 

For both no-trump and suit 
bids, add one point for possession 
of all four aces. 

For a suit bid, deduct one point 
if hand contains no ace. Also, de- 
duct one point if hand has fewer 
than two top defensive tricks. 

Practice Drill. 

Applying the above prescrip- 
tion to an actual hand, it will be 
found that the Culbertson for- 
mula automatically guides the 
player to the proper decision.

At no-trump the hand is worth 
only the 16-point total of high 
ecards, but as an opening one-dia- 
mond bid it is worth this same 
total, plus the two additional 
points assigned to the diamond 
and club suits. You may ask how 
the same hand can have a differ- 
ent “rating.” The answer is that 
hands do have vastly different 
potentialities at different con? 
tracts, and here is an exceliens 
illustration of how the formula 
automatically tells the player 
what to bid. If a hand is wurtn 
two points more at a suit bid than 
at no-trump, it is a pretty safe 
conclusion that the hand should 
be opened in a suit—which this 
hand should be. The two double- 
tons, even though both are head- 
ed by the king, constitute a flaw 
for no-trump. 

Do You Finesse? 

Suppose that you are the de- 
clarer at a spade contract, and 
success depends on catching the 
missing spade queen. This is the 
trump position:

The best chance is to cash one 
high honor and if the queen 
doesn’t fall, to enter dummy in a

HYDE PARK. 

HURSDAY evening I went 

to Washington, where the 

heat was even greater than 
what I had left in New York.

Canada won the 400-meter relay 
race for women. In the next two 
Olympics this event was won by 
the United States, but four years 
ago Holland came in first. 

In the running high jump, Ethel 
Catherwood of Canada set the 
mark of five feet and three inches. 
This has been tied once, but so 
far never has been beaten by a 
woman in an Olympic contest.
